Considerable interest was created 


among the people who were around 
the C, H. & D. depot yesterday noon 
when the C., H. & It, train from the 
south arrived. Attached to the train 
was a Big Four passenger coach in 
which were twelve United States pris- 
oners who were being taken to Detroit 
to be placed in a prison at that place. 


The prisoners were men who had 


been convicted in the United States 
court at Paris, Texas, for having com- 
mitted" offenses against the U. S. laws 
in the Indian Territory. Ths prison 
ers, while the train made a stop here 
of 20 minutes, were marched into the 
Hotel French where they were served 
with dinner. Their feet were chained 
together, and as they left the cars in 
twos and hobbled into the hotel, 
they 
were 
followed by a 
big 


crowd of 
people 
whose curiosity 


tad been aroused by such an unusual 
appearance. The persons who folio wed 
inspected the prisoners closely and 
made many remarks on their peculiar 
appearance. The ages of the prison- 
erg varied greatly. There was the old 
man with feeble step and whitened i 


ir, and. the young man who seemed 


scarcely old enough to be a voter. 
Some of the prisoners had the appear- 
ance of a criminal, while the expression 
on the faces of others bespoke an hon- 
est and upright character; but all had 
wen offenders of the law in Indian 
erritory and were on their way to De- 
roit to serve sentences. Their crimes 
varied from that of selling liquor to { 
he Indians to that of murder. Two 
tad received life sentences—one a col- 
ored man, tbe other an aged man 
whose face had ..not the appearance of 


criminal. 
The twelve manacled 


nen were peculiarly dressed. Most of 
hem wore the huge sombrero so char- 
acteristic of the western man. They 
appeared to be of a happy disposition 
and did not seem to realize what 
was awaiting them in Detroit

?aris, Texas, and his deputies—J. V. 
iyan, Jr.; A. GUlmore, son of ex-Gov- 
ernor Gillmore, of Texas, and A. M.

Side Citizens, g 


The Council Powerless 


To Protect the Publk at Railroad 


Street Crossings. 


Because That Power Has 


Been Delegated to One 


Man and Wig Deci- 


sion is Final. 


Wednesday morning's accident ai 


the crossing of east Market street and 
the L. E. & W. and a, H. & D. track*, 
in which a street railway conductor 
and one passenger were injured and 
considerable damage wai done to 
property, again recalls to the public 
mind tbe extreme necessity of great*! 
protection to life and property at this 
point of that largely traveled thor 
oughfare. The flagman who is sta- 
tioned at that crossing, has served ten 
or twelve hours a day there for many 
years and is as faithful to duty as am 
man in that capacity in the city, but 
Wednesday's accident wa» only one il- 
ustration of the many instances in 
which the services of a flagman at 
such a point are inadequate. Motor- 
man l-ehman says he did net sew 
ithcr the flagman or the cut of ears 
that were being shoved onto the cm* 
ng. and white that was no fault of 
the flagman's, if there bad been gater 
at the crossing the accident would not 
lave occurred. Some of the motor- 
men, Lehman possibly included, had 
a habit, of making the stop fur Un- 
crossing with the car on the side track 
at which the recent collision occurred. 
tf gates were operated at the crossing 
they would be outside the tracks and 
ears would necessarily stop outside the 
gate line. In a caee like Wednesday's 
a gateman occupying an elevated {«• 
sition would have seen the approach 
ing car and the approaching cut ol 
cars and the gate would have been 
lowered while the car was yet a block 
or more distant. 


The 
city 
council seems pow- 


erless to secure aad maintain gate*, 
al this crossing unless it does so wholly 
at the city's expense. Tb« city, as it 
has already done quite recently, can 
only petition the state commissioner 
of railways and telegraphs to cause 
such gates to he erected. This official'* 
decision is final and he baa decided 
against the petition. However, U»- 
councilman have not abandoned hop*- 
and the matter will again be taken up 
with commissioner Kayler. The liven 
of citizens of the east side, who 
traverse Market street at this crossing 
are constantly menanced by ita dangers. 
Within the past few years one life ha* 
paid the forfeit of the lack of protec 
Lion at this death trap and it is to be 
boped that another tragedy will not.
